the five train enginemens 
brotherhoods had been 
acting as mediators [vr 
ther discussion of the shopcraft 
strike. 

Conferences between a small 
committee representing (these 
railroads and the brotherhovui 
chiefe were held at the Yaiz 
Club, New York City, Wednes- 
day evening, during a large pe.* 
of Thureday and this forenoon. 

These’ railway executives, 
mindful of the increasing de- 
mand for transportation inci- 
dent to the season of the year, 
and anxious on that account to 
do everything that might be 
poesible and practicable to 
bring about a settlement of the 
existing controvery, were hope- 
ful that a further discussion 
might develop. some plan of 
method for settlement which 
would not require the sacrifice 
of princi,les deemed fundamen- 
tal by either party to the con- 
troversy. 

Railroads’ Position. 

Having in mind the norma! 
requirements of the carriers for 
men in the shup crafts at this 
season of the year, together 
with the increased requirements 
resulting from a reduced work- 
ing force for nearly two months, 
these companies, while unwilling 
to agree to any program or 
method of adjustment which af- 
fecta the rights or privileges of 
the shop crafts who did not take 
part in the wtrike or those who 
had been @mployed since July 
1, were willing to pledge thea.- 
selves to find employment for 


all the striking employes not 
guilty of proven acts of vio- 
lence, at their usual class of 
work, at a rate .. pay fixed by 
the United States Labor Board, 
and at the me termina! point.

Fried Spring Chickens 


RESS, singe, and if large cut in 


pieces for serving, two spring 
chickens. Plunge quickly into cold 
milk or water, but do not wipe. 
Sprinkle with salt, pepper and 
dredge heavily with flour, having as 
much flour cling to chicken as pos- 
sible. Cut one pound of fat salt 
pork in small cubes and try out in 
an iron frying pan; cook chicken 
slowly in the fat until richly and 
evenly browned. Drain off some 
of the fat, add one-half cup of hot 
water, coyer and cook slowly until 
chickens are tender. If the heat is 
reduced sufficiently the chickens 
may be cooked until tender in the 
fat without the addition of water. 
High temperature dries out and 
hardens the meat of these young 
birds. The initial heat should be 
hot enough to “set” the coating and 
the chickens should be turned fre- 
quently, that they may be evenly 
browned. If the chickens are 
small, then prepare them as for 
broiling, and continue as directed in 
the foregoing.
